The Secretary of the Board of 
Trade, at the meeting on Monday 
night, stated that he didn’t take much 
interest in recent meetings because 
there had been no good scraps. R. A. 
VanSlyke waited until the ordinary 
business of the meeting was past and 
then threw out a challenge which was 
quickly taken up, and the fight was 
on. Mayor Collison and J. A. C. 
Oldford were also in it for a while, 
but ‘their flurry was only a bagatelle 
compared to the main struggle. 

The first round consisted mostly of 
sparring around. “Buzz” said he had 
noticed the city were trying to sell 
the government gravel at 25c. per 
yard. In former years, people who 
would put gravel on the road were 
given it free. This gave him one 
point. 

The second round was  betier. 
“Buzz” got two points when he re- 
minded the Commissioner that the 
government was very hard up. but 
Stevie came right back and collected 
three points. He stated that the gov- 
ernment got huge revenue from the 
Motor Vehicle Act and were to apply 
the money on roads, but had never put

Deer. Buzz stated that at 25c. per 
yard the gravel site wes worth 
$1,000.00 per acre to the city. The 
Commissioner couldn’t block ‘he 
blow, but broke even by countering 
with the statement that the City 
were prepared to put all the money 
they might receive on the main C. & 
E. trail through the city. 

The third round was all Stephen- 
son. ‘He got home a terrific blow 
when he pointed out that the city had 
to pay a license on their motor truck 
which they used to fix roads, and 
could not even get that amount back 
to help expenses. Some spectators 
thought the blow a little low, but any~ 
way the referee didn’t see it. Buzz 
got in a weak blow when he stated 
that he wanted taxes lowered but still 
charged the government for gravel, 
but he could not reduce his opponent’s 
lead. 

After the combat was over, A. Old- 
ford threw out a challenge to the win- 
ner ‘when he said that the country 
roads were not important anyway, but 
in the confusion the Commissioner did 
not rotice it. Perhaps we can get it 
taken upat the first luncheon of the 
Board 

There are rumors abroad that the 
Commissioner will be matched against 
the Minister of Public Works at an

It 
is a very welcome visitor here, in fact, 
it is a great big, weekly letter from 
the old home town. 

Climatic conditions of winter here 
are quite different to those of Alberta. 
With the exception of one day, it is 
like spring, with plenty of rain, but 
very little sunshine, due doubtless to 
its being on the southern shore of 
Lake Erie. 

On account of the congestion of car 
traffic on the State highways and city 
streets, there are many fatal traffic 
accidents. Every day reaps its har- 
vest somewhere. 

The Volstead act is being enforced 
everywhere with resistless energy. All 
kinds of vice are being hounded to 
their dens and crushed with an iron 
first. The bootlegger and bandit are 
getting their deserts at the hands of 
organized clean-up squads, which is 
good. 

Business conditions are good for 
this time of year. Most factories are 
running full time, wages are high, the 
common laborer getting 50c an hour. 
Farm produce sells high on the mar- 
ket. Butter, 60c per tb.; eggs, 50c per 
doz.; milk, 18c per quart; cream, 14c 
per pint; potatoes, $1.50 per bushel; 
vegetables, 4c per Ib.. Christmas tur- 
key was 70c per tb; chickens 40c per 
Ib. Good apples, $1.50 to $2.00 per 
bushel, and so on, so that the truck 
farmer is doing well.

ANNUAL MEETING 


E. 8. Hogg Re-elected President by 
Acclamation—Reports of President 
and Secretary Received—Club Will 
Hold Mid-day Luncheons If Pos- 
sible. 


Trade, on Monday night, was ° 
well attended, over twenty-five mene 
‘bers of the Board being on hand. 

The correspondence was speedily 
dealt with, as there were no communi- 
cations of any importance or that 
could not be dealt with by the Secre- 

ary. 

E. S. Hogg read his report on the 
past year’s work. He was not 
satisfied with what had been done. 
There had been no big matters need- 
ing attention. At the same time inter- 
est had apparently fallen away, onthe 
part of some of the members at least. 
He quoted figures from McLean's 
Magazine showing the tremendous per 
capita taxation in Canada. Canada 
was the only nation whose debt was 
steadily increasing, while taxation 
also had become more severe. The 
same thing occurred in provincial af- 
fairs and in many municipalities. It 
was becoming a matter of Hife and 
death, and it ‘behooved every man in 
every organization to try and prevent 
more expenditures on the part of 
our various governing bodies. 

In the few things done by the Board 
during the past year he was quite 
satisfied. The Hebridean settlers had 
been met and welcomed in fine style. 
A community picnic had been put on 
with splendid success, and a number 
of other more or less routine affairs 
kept in prominence. 

He stated that he had always got 
assistance he asked for, and thanked 
the members of the Board for their 
support in the past year. His report 
was received with prolonged applausé 
on the part of the members present. 

The Secretary’s report was as fol- 
lows: 

The President and Members, 
Red Deer Board of Trade. 
Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith financial stata- 
ment for the year 1923. The receipts 
for the year were $352.50, and the ex- 
penditures $345.54, leaving a surplus 
on the year’s work of $6.96, which, 
added to the surplus at the beginning 
of the year, makes a total surplus of 
$333.46 In the bank to commence 1924 
business. I am informed that the C. 
P. Ry. will not make any more charges 
for repairs to the spur in Block 12. 
The rental and repairs to this spur 
took nearly half our income for 1923. 

21 business men signed to become 
members of the Board last year, but 
failed to pay their membership fee.

THE FIRST SUBMARINE 


The earliest ancestor of the  swb- 
marine was a glass box covered with 
asses’ skins, made to order for Alexan- 
der the Great in the fourth century! 
B.C. That bold general, says Capt. J. | 
G. Sutherland, in At Sea with Joseph 
Conrad, must have been absolutely 
fearless, for in those days it required 
no small courage to allow yourself to 
be shut up in a box and lowered below 
the water. 

‘Apparently it tried even Alexan- 
der’s nerves, for he saw many mon- 
sters and some things so horrible that | 
he would not speak of them until the 
day of his death. It must be remem- 
bered that he would be able to see! 
little; so probably imagination played 
a large part in making him think he 
had seen the things that he said he 
saw. 

There are many accounts of the ad- 
venture in existence, and all are more 
or less wonderful; the facts appear 
to be that the great general got inside 
the door, was sealed up with tar and 
lowered to the bottom by a chain. By 
an accident, which in those days may 
or may not have been intentional, the 
chain was let go from the boat, and 
the king was left sitting in his box on 
the bottom, looking at and _ being 
looked at by “horrible things.” How- 
ever, to the relief of his friends and 
presumably to the chagrin of those 
who had “axes to grind,” the box 
broke, and up his majesty shot to the 
surface and was rescued, a wetted and 
a wiser man. i 

That episode stands out alone in 
ancient history; it is not on record 
that any other person went under wat- 
er in a completely enclosed vessel un- 
til comparatively modern times.

The annual ratepayérs’ -meeting of 
Div. 4, M.D. Golden West, No. 371, was 
held in the schoolhouse, Evarts, on 
Friday, January 11, Less than the 
usual number of ratepayers were in 
attendance this year: evidently the 
people of this district are well satisfied 
with the record of their Councillor 
during the past year, and content to 
leave municipal questions to his dis- 
cretion, and, as this is not an election 
year in this division, there is not the 
same interest being ‘displayed in 
municipal matters. The chairman, Mr. 
D. W. Hamilton, expressed his regret 
that a larger number of ratepayers had 
not found it convenient to attend, and 
then caljled on the Councillor for this 
division to address the mecting. Mr. 
Isaacson gave a general.review of the 
business transacted in Council during 
the past year, but dealt more particu- 
larly with matters of local interest. In 
regard to his road policy, Mr. Isaacson 
explained that on account of the limit- 
ed. amount of money available for this 
purpose, he had been unable to open 
up as much new work this past sum- 
mer as he had intended doing, and the 
wet season made so much repair work 
necessary. But, by adding a new road 
grader to the equipment of this divis- 
fon, he expected to be in a position to 
open up more new work this coming 
season. Before concluding his speech, 
Mr. Isaacson asked the ratepayers to 
endorse his plan for purchasing a new 
improved Adams road grader, in con- 
junction with Division 3, the grader to 
be used jointly by both divisions, After 
discussion, a resolutiun was put before 
the mecting which carried, authorizing 
him to pr.cced as he had planned. The 
matter of a bylaw to restrain stock 
from running at large during the 
winter months, and other matters re- 
garding emergency repairs on some of 
the bridges came under discussion. 
Before adjourning, Mr. Robt. Black 
took the opportunity to comment on 
the efficient and impartial manner in 
which Mr. Isaacson had carried out 
the business of Division 4 during the 
past year, and asked the ratepayers 
present to endorse this sentiment by a 
vote of confidence in the present Coun- 
cillor. Mr. D. Worsley, ina few words, 
heartily seconded this motion, which 
was carried unanimously. 


SOFTNESS IN BACON 


Softness is one of the chief causes 
of loss in Canadian bacon. All soft 
bacon sells at a discount. Pigs fed 
heavily in early life, particularly on 
fattening feeds,and at the same time 
closely confined in pens without exer- 
cise, produce a soft bacon. Experi- 
mental work at the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College has ‘proved this fact as 
well as that pigs grown to 100 to 125 
Tbs. weight on mixed feeds well bal- 
anced with skim-milk (about 2% Ibs. 
milk to 1 tb. of meal) or tankage up 
to 10 percent. in the ration may be 
finished on corn or barley and _ still 
produce a firm, high-quality product. 
Close confinement in pens from wean- 
ing until marketing has a tendency to 
produce a soft, flabby product. 

Marketing immature, unfinished 
pigs should be discouraged. They kill 
a low percentage carcase and are 
generally soft and so do not grade 
select.. Unthrifty hogs generally -pro- 
duce soft carcases. Exercise and 
thrift go together, and thrift and 
firmness are inseparable. 

Feeding on meal and meal alone has 
a tendency to produce soft bacon. 
Mixed feeds are safer than exclusive 
meal rations. 

Beans produce soft pork. Buckwheat 
fed along has a similar tendency. Fed 
in a mixed ration, it is all right and 
gives good gains. Certainly oily by- 
products should not be fed in large 
quantities but only as a small portion 
of the ration. 

Exercise, rapid growth from wean- 
ing up to the finishing age on a mix- 
ture of feeds, and a satisfactory de- 
gree of finish evenly distributed, make 
for quality of product. 
stunting, holding, crowding with 
heavy feed when young, lack of vari- 
ety in feed, holding for a higher mar- 


i ket, all make for a low-grade product.

KEEP SANITY 
IN A WORLD 
GONE CRAZY 


Australian Premier Foresces Necessity 
of Leaving Europe to Its Fate 


London, January 16.—Britons ‘were 
accused by Premier S. M. Bruce, of 
Australia, in his farewell address 
here last night of an utter lack of 


imagination in failing to realize the 
‘possibilities of the empire. The 
address, whch was ‘broadcast by 


radio, was delivered at a dinner of 
the Australian Natives’ Association. 

Mr. Bruce emphasized the view 
that the dominions demanded a voice 
in the empire’s foreign policy, but it 
was necessary also that the domin- 
ions should shoulder the obligations 
entailed, and contribute to the de- 
fense of the empire. Australia, said 
the premier, was fully 
shoulder both the responsibilities and 
the obligation, and he hoped the 
other dominions would recognize a 
similar obligation. 


Must Leave Europe to Fate 


A firm foreign policy, which was 
necessary, Mr. Bruce declared, would 
succeed only if a united empire was 
‘behind it. Britain ultimately might 
be obliged to face the necessity of 
leaving Burope to its fate and con- 
centrate on the empire to ensure at 
least that the empire would remain 
sane in a world which appeared to 
have gone mad. The empire was 
as essential to Great Britain as Great 
‘Britain was to the empire. 

Premier Bruce pleaded for an all- 
round disarmament, but he said that 
for one great nation to strip itself of 
its powers of defence and the enforce- 
ment of its will would result only in 
encouraging the other powers to in- 
crease their armaments. 

Another Blunder Ahead 


“We are running Straight towards 
another heavy blunder, like the un- 
reasoning reduction of the air force 
and by the hesitancy we are showing 
in the establishment of a naval base 
at Singapore,” Premier Bruce declar- 
ed. He contended that the mainten- 
ance of world peace depended upon 
the construction of the proposed base. 
It would also add materially in the 
eventual reduction of armaments 
throughout the world, he added. 

Dealing with the econoime troubles 
in the United Kingdom, Premier Bruce 
repeated that as a result of his recent 
tour among the people of Great Brit- 
ain he had concluded that the people 
did not realize the possibilities of the 
empire and their imagination needed 
to be stirred up. He urged that in 
the interests of empire unity the reso- 
lutions passed by the Imperial econ- 
omic conference should be carried 
out, in their entirety, on the ground 
of practical expediency as well as 
good sense. 


Discuss Other Methods 


If Great Britain did not like tariff 
preferences, Australia was prepared 
to discuss with her any other method 
of establishing closer imperial trade 
relations. Mr. Bruce stressed the 
point that Australia did not come as 
a suppliant for Britain’s favor. 

Australia was in no part particular 
and could solve all her problems and 
arrange, if necessary, to dispose of 
her surplus production elsewhere, 
Premier Bruce said, but he was not at 
all certain that Great Britain was 
able to solve her problems without 
ithe afd of the dominions. The pro- 
posals made by the dominions at the 
recent imperial conference

Farmer Convention in Edmonton 


Edmonton, January 15.—A damper 


were innovations greatly appreciated | was thrown on the U.F.A. convention 


at its opening on Tuesday morning 
when it was announced by President 
1H. W. Wood that Premier Herbert 
Greenfield had missed a train con- 
| nection from the east and would 
\therefore not be able to welcome the 
delegates until a later stage in the 
proceedings, possibly at the after- 
noon session. This came as a dis- 
tinct disappointment, but the dele- 
gates apparently made the best of it 
and listened attentively to what 
Lieut.Gov. Brett and Mayor K. A. 
Blatchford had to say in welcoming 
them to the convention city. 


Speakers Optimistic 


Both these speakers were ultra- 
optimistic of the general ontlook, 
especially wMayor Blatchford, who 


created no little amount of laughter 
by telling the farmers that they were 
living “on top of a gold mii:e.” He; 
explained, however, that they had not 
yet discovered the gold or the simple 
reason that on all their grain and 
cattle and other farm produce shipped 
out of the province they were com- 
pelled to pay the highest freight, and | 
that applied to everything they! 
shipped in. “We get it coming and 
going, and sometimes standing still,” 
he said, amid laughter and applause. 

Incidentally he mentioned that Pre- 
mier Oliver, of British Columbia, 
would be in Edmonton. probably on- 
Wednesday, to go into the freight 
rates question. 


Condemns High Grain Rate 


The mayor strongly condemned the 
freight rate on grain to the Pacific 
coast, as compared to the head of the 
lakes, although the distance in the 
latter case was more than double, the 
freight was ‘but half a cent more. He 
claimed that the big grain corpora- 
tions, and not the farmers, got the 
ten percent. reduction authorized by 
the railway commission. He said 


| that on January 5 there was a spread 


of approximately 15 cents a _ ibushel 
between the price of wheat at Liver- 
pool and that at Vancouver. 

If they had a grain exchange at 
the latter port the same as at Win- 
nipeg, together with better storag? 
facilities, there would never be such a, 
spread. 


Large Attendance

ly 600, or a little better than last 
year’s representation. 

Lieutenant-Governor Brett, in add- 
;ing his words of welcome, ‘was in his 
customary happy vein. He rather 
patted the farmers on the back by 
remarking that it mattered not what 
parliament they had, or what party 
was in power, if that government was 
capable of doing some real good for 
the people. 

Membership Slipping 

According to printed figures, the 
membership of the U.F.A. on Novem- 
ber 30, was 11,726. It should be men- 
tioned, however, that during Decem- 
‘ber there had been many meetings 
held by locals and at the end of De- 
cember it was estimated that the 
membership approximately totalled 
14,000. In the year 1921, when the 
U.F.A. held its last convention in Ed- 
monton, the membership was 37,721. 

For the 11 months ending Novem-' 
ber 30, the revenue had been $33,880.- , 
30. and the expenses $30,928.50. 

‘The report of the central ‘board, 
which was not ready until just before 
the convention opened, reviewed the 
work of the organization during the 
past year. 

Alberta Takes Lead 


It stated that Alberta had taken a 
definite lead in the fight for better 
economic conditions.

Prominent American Packer Speaks 
of Changing Demand 


The value of the high class English 
trade secured by the Danish hog rais- 
ers has not gone without notice in 
the United States. Their view of it 
will be instructive to Canadian swine 


breeders and feeders who too often 
overlook the fact that the American 
fat lard hog trade cannot be profitable 
in Canada away from the cheap feeds 
of the Corn Belt and catering to a 
public with altogether different tastes. 
Recently Mr. Chas. E. Herrick, presi- 
dent of the Institute of American 
Meat Packers, made the following 
summarized comments: 

“The production of sufficient bacon 
type hogs in the United States to take 
care of ‘the English demand really isa 
matter of considerable importance. 
This is apparent to every one who 
knows that Danish bacon, produced 
and processed especially for the Brit- 
ish trade, is bringing at this time in 
the English market about twenty shil- 
lings more per hundred-weight than 
American bacon, and that at times 
during recent months the Danish pro- 
duct has brought in excess of forty 
shillings more than ours. 

“Tt seems strange that the English 
people, two millions of whom are out 
of work, should continue to pay so 
much more for Danish bacon than 
American. 

“That they are willing to do so ap- 
the 
Danes breed and feed their hogs to 
conform with the tastes and demands 
of the British consumer, and are 
able, from their geographical proxim- 
ity, to supply goods of the mildest 
possible cure. Practically all of 
Denmark’s bacon is marketed in Eng- 
land. 

“The Danes, having one market to 
produce bacon for, where the Ameri- 
cans have many, have been able to 
specialize in breeding a hog that will 
bring the highest price on that mar- 
ket. They have developed on a ra- 
tion including skimmed milk, barley, 
and roots, a leaner pig than a selected | 
American pig of similar weight and 
with firmer fat than is produced by a 
corn ration with little protein feeds 
added. 

“Danish co-operative marketing soci- 
eties have gone so far as to send out 
bulletins ‘to the producers stating 
that they would accept for shipment 
that month only hogs of a_ certain 
weight, say from 140 to 180 pounds. 
and that producers who had_ hogs 
above or below the extremes specified 
would have to slaughter their hogs at 
home. In this way, they can supply 
the British market, watching the de- 
mand and catering to it. A 

‘However, there is a growing ten- 
dency in this country for leaner pork 
Whether our 
American tastefor bacon will become 
more like the British taste within the 
next few years cannot. of course, be 
told now. But packers have noticed 
a growing tendency for leaner, lighter 
meats, and at times an_ increasing 
difficulty in disposing of the heavier 
cuts. 

“The producer could grow a larger 
number of hogs and market them at 
an earlier age. This would increase 
the supply of lighter, leaner cuts. 

“In any event, it is worth while for 
the American producers and American 
packers to expand our trade abroad. 
Would not the raising of bacon type 
in sufficient numbers to meet 


the English demand be one way of 
doing this?”

THE U. F. A. CONVENTION 


At the U.F.A. Convention in EBdmon- 
ton Mr Wood has again been elected 
to the post of president by what seems 
to have been a very large majority 
over his nearest competitors. It has 
been pointed out elsewhere that by 
holding the presidency of both the 
U.F.A. and the Wheat Board, Mr. 
Wood occupies the most important 
place in the business life of the Prov- 
ince, and so far as the present mem- 
bers of the U.F.A. are concerned, 
there seems to be little disposition to 
question his holding it. 

Possibly, however, the outstanding 
feature of the U.F.A. movement at 
present is, its decline in numbers. 

In 1921 the U.F.A. numbered over 
37,000 members. It has now, we be- 
lieve, only about 14,000. That is a 
decrease the significance of which 
cannot be ignored. It seems to indi- 
cate a wave of disappointment and 
disillusionment amongst the farmers 
of the iprovince.. The high prices of 
the war years brought prosperity to 
the farmers. After the war the or- 
ganization of the Farmers’ Party was 
expected to consolidate and preserve 
that prosperity and enable the far- 
mers as a class to secure for them- 
selves by legislation the position 
which they felt they were entitled to 
on their merits. The prosperity is 
gone. The political victory seems 
barren of results, and the inevitable 
reaction is shown in the drop in the 
membership of the Association, which 
many farmers think has failed. 

Why it has failed no one is ready to 
demonstrate clearly. ‘It may have 
been due to the unavoidable action of 
Sreat economic forces. It may 
have been due to narrow-minded 
leadership, which failed to realize that 
in the hirzhly organized society of to- 
day a class which tries to stand 
wholly by itself and refuses to con- 
template -wholehearted co-operation 
with other classes must fail more or 
less completely. ‘It cannot be too 
often emphasized how vital to Canada 
and the West in particular is the 
prosperity of our farmers. That that 
prosperity should be endangered by 
bad leading or lack of leading would 
be an unmixed evil.

LET THE LADIES TAKE A HAND 


It will be remembered that some 
time ago a proposal was brought be- 
fore the City Council that the city 
should build a covered skating rink 
at a cost which would have come to 
about $13,000.00, according to figures 
supplied from other places where sim- 
ilar rinks have been built. The City 
Council decided against the proposal 
on the ground that at present a policy 
of rigid economy and _ retrenchment 
was desirable in order to put the city 
finances on to a thoroughly sound 
footing, and reduce our taxation as 
much as possible. No doubt the de- 
cision was a ‘wise one. It is due to this 
cautious policy that our financial posi- 
tion is improving steadily. Never- 
theless, the rink is certainly needed, 
and the question is how can it be 
built. 

Skating may almost be called our 
national pastime. It is that at which 
Canadians excel. It is a thoroughly 
healthy good sport in every respect 
Our present rink is not really up to 
our requirements either in size or 
equipment. The hockey rink, not be- 
ing under cover, cannot have the tem- 
perature on very cold nights moderat- 
ed at all, and there is ittle protection 
against the wind. The resu!t fs that 
attendance both at hockey games and 
forskating suffers a good deal. Com- 
ment has often ‘been made on _ the 
small numbers who skate there, espec- 
jJally of the older people in the town, 
but it is at least possible that this is 
due to the inferior quality of the rink 
rather than to Indifference to skating. 

The promoters of the’ plan for 
building a rink helieved and believe 
that {it would he financially self-sup- 
porting. It was suggested that that 
being so, a joint stock compiny contd 
pe floated in town to construct it, and 


| 


sought to get immigrants

this really seems the soundest plan, 
but it may perhaps be supplemented 
in another way. Suppose that one of 
our city organizations undertake to 
raise funds for the rink, and to con- 
centrate all their efforts for a time on 
this purpose, using the usual methods 
of dances, concerts, carnivals, teas, 
and so on. It has been suggested to 
us that the ladies of the city might 
undertake this work, and it seems an 
excellent idea. In the meantime jet a 
joint stock company be formed in the 
ordinary way, and as much money as 
possible got by the sale of shares. 
Let it be provided that as the ladies 
get money by their campaign, they 
should have the right to buy shares of 
the company from the original sub- 
scribers at par, such shares to be 
held by trustees for the city and to 
be deferred so far as interest is con- 
cerned to the shares of the original 
subscribers still held by those sub- 
scribers, which would receive prefer- 
entially interest up to a fixed rate. In 
this way the more capital the ladies 
raised, the less interest would have 
to be paid to carry on the company, 
until eventually we might hope to 
hand over the rink to the city free of 
debt, when the city might if it seemed 
desirable run it with a view to making 
a profit for the ratepayers in general, 
as is done with the Edmonton city 
rink. Modifications of this plan may 


no doubt be thought of. We put it

THE HARVESTER IMMIGRANTS 
FROM GREAT BRITAIN 


The Honourable Mr. Robb, Minister 
of immigration at Ottawa, has been 

uing statements to the press indi- 
cating not a little irritation, not to 
say anger, at the criticisms which 
have appeared in British newspapers 
of the conditions relating to the har- 
vester excursions of last year to Cana- 
da from Great Britain. He seems to 
think that what the British papers 
are criticizing is Canada and Canadian 
life in general. Unless we are grossly 
misinformed, that is not the ground of 
criticsim at all. The real criticism is 
that those responsible for advertising 
the harvester excursions in Britain 
either gave no information to the 
intending harvesters or gave. entirely 
misleading information as to the 
conditions which they would find when 
they reached Canada. Men with no 
farm experience whatever, or indeed 
with no experience of manual work of 
any kind, ‘were allowed to gain the 
impression that they could come out 
to Canada in the late summer, work 
in the harvest fields continuously at 
high wages, and after the harvest 
work was done be placed straight 
away in jobs in the lumber camps for 
further periods, even though they had 
no experience of lumbering whatever. 
On the figures given by some of the 
agents, the prospective harvesters cal- 
culated that they could pay all their 
expenses of coming to and returning 
from Canada and have from $500.00 to 
$600.00 in pocket in addition. Little 
or nothing was told them of delays in 
finding work to begin with, or of the 
distances and expense to be faced af- 
ter arriving at Winnipeg. the terminus 
of the excursions. Equally little was 
said of the physical demands made on 
men by harvest work or lumbering. 
A Canadian government agent of a 
highly expert type, who watched the 
harvest excursion agent at work in 
one great Scottish city, stated that 
not the smallest enquiry was made in- 
to the experience or physical fitness 
of the applicants. The natural result 
was many cases of failure, disappoint- 
ment and hardship, and consequent 
publication in Great Britain of stories 
highly detrimental to Canada. 

It is merely childish of Mr. Robb to 
meet such stories by statements that 
Canada does not ‘want idlers and 
grousers and that if the British peo- 
ple do not like Canada, others than 
British can be found who will not 
complain. Presumably Mr. Robb had 
in mind those cultured and well-dis- 
posed people, the Germans, whoze 
representatives have been in Edmon- 
ton recently investigating conditions. 
If Mr. Robb and his colleagues have 
forgotten the war, there are those in 
Canada who have not done so, as he 
will do well to remember. It would 
be infinitely more useful if Mr. Robb 
and his subordinates saw to it that 
neither government nor transportation 
agents from Canada in Great Britain | 
and their.

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BAPTIST GHURGH 
ANNUAL MEETING 


One of the most satisfactory and 
encouraging business meetings in the 
history of the Baptist church was held 
on Wednesday evening. Practically 
all of the resident members were pre- 
sent, in spite of the cold weather. 
Written reports were brought in by all 
the organizations of the church, all of 
which showed a distinct improvement 
over last year and previous years, 

The meeting opened with the singing 
of hymn “Jesus, Wondrous Saviour,” 
toliowed by the reading of the 84th 
Psslm and prayer by Deacon E. R. Hill. 

The minutes were read by the clerk 
for the Ist annual meeting and meet- 
ings during the year. 

Mrs. Ben Hewson then presented the 
report for the Willing Workers, show- 
ing the work done by this organization. 
Among other things done, this organ- 
ization has purchased a high grade 
plano for the church, which has_ re- 
cently .been installed. The Treasurer 
reported having $153.12 on hand to 
pay at once. The amount yet unpaid 
on the piano will be their first objec- 
tive this year. 

The Young People’s report was 
brought in by Miss Fash, showing a 
total enrollment of 48. 

The Sunday School Treasurer, Miss 
Freda Hewson, reported that its offer- 
ings had nearly doubled. Besides pay- 
ing all its running expenses, it had also 
purchased some new hymn books and 
contributed to missions. Cash on hand 
$8.50, in S.S. treasury. 

The Secretary of the Sabbath School, 
Miss Susie Mosher, reported the pre- 
sent enrollment as 83. 

The Treasurer of the church, Mr. A. 
J. Goodey, presented his report which 
was received with much pleasure after 
the strenuous recent years. He report- 
ed that all accounts had been paid in 
full, including pastor's salary. The 
small amount of $89.68 is still owing to 
the Bank of Montreal, but he stated 
that arrears on envelopes, which would 
be in in a few days, would fully cover 
this amount. The slogan taken last 
year, “Out of Debt; Let’s Stay Out,” 
has been upheld very well, and all were 
pleased to Inish the year free of 
debt and to start the new year again 
with a clean sheet. He also stated that 
the Mission budget had not only been 
reached, but that we had gone over the 
top. 

The church Clerk, Mr. L. R. Baker, 
reported that the actual membership 
roll had changed very little. Some 
have left town, the net increase in 
membership being four. Unlike the 
past recent years, we are fortunate 
this year in not having to report a 
change in pastors. He commented on 
the work being done by the pastor, also 
the thriving condition of the Sabbath 
School, having grown in numbers, effi- 
clency and interest; also the very good 
Young People’s Society now in the 
ehurch. He spoke of the ordination of 
the pastor, remarking that we could 
truly sing “Blest Be the Tie That 
Binds Our Hearts in Christian Love.” 
Then, too, this last year we had the 
pleasure of burning the church mort-

The Finance committee 
recommended that the mission budget 
be increased 15 per cent, and that the 
pastor's salary be increased $120 above 
last year. Both recommendations were 
adopted by the church.

KNOX CHURCH 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of Knox Church 
was held on Wednesday evening of 
last ‘week. - 

If anyone wants to know when there 
will be a real bit of winter in the 
month of January, let them look up the 
date of the annual meeting of Knox 
church. It never fails. Though this 
seriously interfered with the atten- 
dance, especially in the case of people 
from the country, it did not detract 
from the interest of the meeting. The 
substance of the reports, which were all 
in excellent shape, showed an amount 
of interest and activity that represent- 
ed real service in the different depart- 
ments. 

The report of the session was read 
by the Minister as Moderator. This 
report called attention to the fact that 
while the attendance of the congrega- 
tion at morning worship was encour— 
aging, the percentage of the morning 
congregation present at the evening 
worship ought to be much greater, and 
the session urged the people to estab- 
lish the habit of being “twicers,” as 
Mr. Gladstone described this habit of 
his life. The congregation had lost 
some valuable workers through re- 
movals, and the new members’ were 
heartily welcomed and invited toshare 
fully in the worship and work of the 
church as_ the condition of finding 
their life congenial through being help- 
ful. Recognition of the great loss to 
the church on earth, through their call 
to higher service during the year, of 
Miss Janet Smith and Mrs. Ellen- 
wood was recorded, and the sympathy 
of the congregation was extended to 
the families of these members whose 
lives would continue to be an inspir- 
ation to the whole congregation. Mr. 
Brown reported that the work at Bal- 
moral was more encouraging during 
the past year, about 75 per cent of the 
families being occasional worshippers, 
while about 50 per cent were regular in 
their attendance. It is hoped that 1924 
will see the occasionals become regu- 
lars. Appreciation of the efforts of 
the faithful members of the choir was 
expressed by the session. 

The Mission. Treasurer's report 
showed that the congregation had 
given to the mission work of the 
church during the year $495. Among 
the items 6utside of the’ direct work of 
the church was an amount of $100 
which had been sent to the Bible So- 
ciety, and in this connection the con- 
gregation presented to Mr. Ellenwood 
a life membership in the _ Society, 
which was received by Mr. MeVicar in 
the absence of Mr. Ellenwood. 

The report of the W.M.S. under the 
presidency of Mrs. McVicar, was read 
by Mrs. Pollock, secretary, and showed 
a year of more than usual activity. 
Life membership certificates had been 
presented to Mrs. John Malcolm and 
Mrs. Jas. Bannerman. A new feature 
of the work was the regular visits to 
the Hospital by some of the thirty 
members of the Society. Mrs. Lan- 
caster’s report as treasurer showed 
that the W.M.S. had raised during the 
year $258.71, having increased their 
allocation of $175 to $204.70. The re- 
port of the Mission Band, under the 
presidency of Mrs. Dan Smith, was 
given in the’ statement of Rhoda 
Brown, secretary, and showed that 
valuable training was being given to 
the younger members of the church in 
this work. A much larger atetndance 
is looked for in 1924. 

The Sabbath School report was sub- 
mitted by Mr. J. R. Weston, the faith- 
ful and efficient Secretary-Treasurer. 
The teaching staff of the school was 
probably never more. efficient, the 
greater interest of the men being 
shown by the presence of four of them 
among the teachers. Mr. Lord gave a 
special report on the work of the 
Tuxis Boys, and spoke of the encour- 
agement given by the interest and 
loyalty of the boys. An additional 
primary teacher and a teacher for the 
senior girls are needed. The financial 
statement showed that the school had 
raised $328.20 out of which it had given 
$46.30 to the mission work of the 
church, $25 to the Armenian relief fund 
and had paid for all supplies for 1924, 
Mr. Carl Lobb reported that the aver- 
age attendance at the Balmoral school 
for the year was 21. The Cradle Roll 
department showed that seven new 
members had been enrolled during the 
year, and 36 birthday certificates issu- 
ed. Mrs. John Steadman was reap— 
pointed Superintendent. 

The Ladies’ Aid Society, under the 
presidency of Mrs. Lord, had an ex- 
cellent report. The treasurer, Mrs. 
Hanna, showed that the largest amount 
of money ever raised by the Society in 
one year was a feature of the report 
for 1923, the amount for the year be- 
ing $1478.59. In the report of Mrs. 
Cornett, as secretary, the great activ- 
{ty of the women of the congregation 
was shown, and in this lay the secret 
of their good report. The officers for 
the new year are: Mrs. Hanna, presi- 
dent; Mrs. John Reid, secretary; Mrs. 
Alex. Mitchell, treasurer; with an ex- 
ecutive of six. 

The treasurer of the congregation, 
Miss Pearl Ebert, submitted her fin- 
anclal statement, the details of which 
were explained by herself and Mr. 
Graham, secretary. The total amount 
of money raised by the Societies re— 
porting to the treasurer was _ $5637.17. 
The treasurer’s statement showed the 
church to be in a sound financial con- 
dition, yet the losses through removals 
necessitated everyone, old-timer and 
new comer, doing their full share to 
maintain the work in a vigorous con- 
dition. Mr. Geo. W. Muir, as auditor, 
reported that he had examined the 
books of the several treasurers, and 
had found everything correct and in 
order. The different societies and their 
oificers were thanked for thelr service 
during the year, the work done re- 
flecting the spirlt which is the vital 
matter not reported in the Hife and 

, work of a church. 
Graham was_ re-elected -secre- 


tary, Miss Ebert treasurer, and -Mr. 
Muir auditor. The following members 
were elected to the Board of Manage- 
ment: Mr. Lord and Mr. Donald 
Smith re-elected; Mr. BE. Ainsworth 
and Mr. D. J. Gunn elected to fill vac- 
ancies, the other members of the 
Board being Messrs. Malcolm, Graham, 
Hepworth, iGordon, Ross, Cornett, Bur 
nett and Muir. . 

In closing, Mi. Brown reminded the 
congregation of the serious situation 
arising through the Church Union 
agitation, and the application of the 
advocates of Union to ‘Parliament and 
the Legislatures which, if successful, 
would bring to an end the Presbyter— 
fan Church in Canada as at present 
constituted. Meetings will be held” in 
Edmonton during the coming week to 
arrange to present both at Edmonton 
and Ottawa the views of those who 
believe in the continuance of the Pres- 
byterian church in preference to the 
proposed organic union, and to the 
methods and bills being used to bring 
it about. This matter will be fully 
considered by the congregation in the 
near future. 

The meeting closed with prayer after 
which the ladies invited all present to 
enjoy refreshments and a social time 
together in the hall of the church. To 
those who are interested in the work 
of the church, nothing is more inter- 
esting than such annual meetings.

THE WEAK SPOT

Lieut. George Oakley, one of the 
test pilots of the Air Service Engin- 
eering Section at McClark Field, smil- 
ed expectantly as he “taxied” the trim 
little areoplane out from the ling of 
hangars. As he headed the ship into 
the wind at the end of ‘the field and 
glanced carefully about to assure him- 
self that all was clear before taking 
off, he was still smiling. 

The reason for the smile was the 
aeroplane; {t was new and trim from 
the “stream-lined” tail to the aggres- 
sive nose that ‘housed the sweetly 
ticking three hundred horsepower 


motor. The craft was a monoplane, 
and its single thick wing, instead of 
having the conventional linen that 


scovers the wings of most aeroplanes, 
was covered with a thin veneer of 
maple, the sheets of which were cun- 
ningly lapped and secured with tiny 
nails. The smooth, polished surface of 
the wing dazzlingly reflected the 
morning sun. The iittle plane wasa 
pretty sight, and its lines of speed 
were calculated to make any pilot 
want to fly it. 

Oakley had jbeen testing new de- 
signs of aeroplanes for some time, but 
this machine, which was known offi- 
cially as the D-10 pursuit type, was by 
far the trimmest and speediest-looking 
plane that he had had the good for- 
tune to fly. He had hovered round it 
almost continually since its arrival 
at the field three weeks before, and 
now after a succession of exhaustive 
strength tests on the D-10’s engine, as 
well as a succession of careful prelim- 
inary flights, the design had been pro- 
nounced “airworthy,” and the little 
plane was assigned to him to be put 
through its paces. “See what she'll 
do and find out what is wrong,” had 
been his instructions 
had reported to the flying section that 
morning. 

Oakley adjusted the straps of his 
parachute to a more comfortable posi- 
tion. He opened the throttle, and the 
machine jumped like a startled deer. 
Almost before the motor had settled 
to its full-throated drone the wheeis 
were off the ground. Oakley did not 
“climb” the plane immediately, but let 
it skim across the field three feet 
above the grass tops. 


His aviator’s sense told him that! 


the machine was all right. Instead of 
“climbing” the D-10 gently and feellng 
it out, according to the usual practice 
of the test pilots when flying new ma- 
chines, Oakley suddenly pressed the 
stick back. At the same time his toe 
eased the rudder gently to the left. 
He felt a thrill of power as_ without 


perceptible effort the aeroplane soar- | 


ed up in a steep “chandelle” to the 
left. When the pilot straightened out 
from the turn the roofs of the hangars 
were five hundred feet below. 

From that time until he reached five 
thousand feet and ceased to climb, his 
progress upward was a succession of 
bewildering, swallow-like turns. He 
would fly level until the needle of the 
speed indicator flickered round the 
hundred-and-fifty-mile mark; then he 
would send the plane surging upward 
at an angleof forty-five degrees, Every 
climbing turn brought him from seven 
to eight hundred additional feet c 
altitude. 

Oakley grinned during the climb. 
He was finding the D-10, in Air Ser- 
vice parlance, “a sweet, sweet ship.” 
Then too the air was calm, and the 
morning was cool; it was one of 
those times when work is plenty of 
fun. 

From a mile above the city Oakley 
took, a morning survey of Dayton, a 
pulsating hive of industry half ob- 
scured by the smoke from its factor- 
fes. Then ‘he headed back to a posi- 
tion above the flying field, soas to be 
within convenient gliding distance if 
the motor should fail, and started to 
give the observers on the ground 
“something to look at.” 

For a time he contented himsel: 
with making swift turns. He found 
that the predictions of the designers 
had been correct. The ship coaid 
turn in a remarkably short space, lit- 
erally on {ts tall. 

It banked to the perpendicular in a 
second and whirled like a merry-go- 
round; the centrifugal force of the 
turn held the pilot tight to his seat. 
Immelmann turns to the left and 
right followed, and then a_ dozen 
loops, swift, tight vertical circles 
with the machine under perfect con- 
trol. 

“She loops herself!” thought Oakley 
delightedly. 

It seemed too good to be true. The 
plane was flying perfectly, but in Oak- 
ley’s mind a question began to form. 
There must be a weak spot some- 
where, for new designs always reveal 
defects when handled roughly in the 
air. Now where was the weak spot 
in this plane? It was his business to 
find out. 

But though he tried every manoe- 
uvre and repeated many of them at 
varying speeds, the ship performed 
efficiently and consistently. The re- 
marks that he scratched on the pad 
strapped to his knee were generally 
the same; ‘good’ or ‘excellent.’ The 
maching came out of a three-thousand 
foot “tailspin” at the first touch of the 
controls. It dove like a plummet, het- 
ter almost than the best diving planes 
ever built. Oakley liked to “barrel- 
roll.” That was his specialty, and he 
could pull an aeroplane through one 
of the horizontal spirals faster and 
with less strain on the machine than 
the majority of pilots. The D-10 
fulfilled his fondest expectations; she 
filpped round without an effort. 

After a dozen rolls Oakley decided 
to make a turn and a half in the next

roll and come out in the opposite dir- 
ection. That iwould require more 
than usual speed, and he dove the 
plane steeply. 

‘Some people call it a “hunch”; some 
say it is luck; but it was the aviator’s 
sixth sense, the sharpening of all the 
nerves and senses in his body, that 
caused ‘Oakley suddenly to change his 
mind and pull the machine out of the 
dive. He throttled the motor and, 
loosening his safety belt, partly stood 
up and looked the machine over care- 
fully. He found nothing wrong. Set- 
tling ‘back in the snug little cockpit, 
he continued to fly level for a time and 
speculated for a while on what could 
be the cause of his sudden apprehen- 
sion. He could think of nothing to ex- 
plain it. The motor was droning with 
a@ roar as steady and seemingly as en- 
during as the roar of Niagara Falls. 
Oakley laughed at his fears and dove 
the plane again.

wing was a stream of whitish bits like 
pia; ing cards.

With- 
out hesitation he dove like a giant 
frog over the side. 

Even as he fell Oakley grabbed for 
the rip cord of his parachute.
